being considered as an autonomous aesthetic phenomenon, Autonomy 
and when Jenny Lind sang she would often accompany herself on 

the pianoforte and tonight Britt-Marie Aruhn will sing and Francis 
Heilbut will accompany her. "Vielka's Aria" was composed by 
Meyerbeer expressley for Madame Lind and the "Echo Song" is also 
routinely sung by Aruhn and so is "Greetings to America" which 
was the winning song in a competition organized by P. T., Barnum 
and seven hundred and fifty-three poets and others submitted odes 
and Bayard Taylor of the staff of Horace Greeley's Daily Tri- 
bune won and he won $200 and Sir Jules Benedict wrote the music 
and it was for Madame Lind's arrival in America and during the 
first rehearsal a cannon still mounted on the old castle was 
discharged and Madame Lind was the great mass culture heroine 

of the nineteenth century and she was not impressed that the 
state of California had just been admitted to the Union, Modern 
technology is choking this performance and the music is ampli- 
fied to an extreme degree and this is not a rock concert., "Corti 


giorni" and "Caro nome" are the encores sung by Hagan Hagegard 
and Britt-Marie Aruhn and did Giovanni Belletti and Jenny Lind 


Sing the same encores. This commemorative concert will end 
with a performance of Tchaikovsky's Ca riccio Italien and this 
work could not have been on the original program because of 

the fact that Tchaikovsky was ten in 1850 and The Homestead 

was seven in that same year and outside the walls of the Castle 
are men and women and children and they are all listening and 
this field is all clover and the Crimean War and the Civil War 
have not yet taken place and Victoria is Queen of England,
